Mr. Evans went a visiting to Miss Millward at her home. He caught her at 


the breakfast table, and for a minute he didn't know her. Her glorious hair 
was up in papers. Her beautiful complexion was not among those present, and 
she wore, oh, agony of agonies, a loose kimono.

occupying a place that some girl ought 
t« h:ive, and that no one woman had a 
right to a job and a husband sit the 
same time.

Both sides are right, and both are 


wrong1, but it throws a curious lUcht on 
the way that women sttll regard the 
earning of money. Both the married and 
th* single woman workers consider the 
right to work for pay as a privilege that 
th* one wants to keep open to all of her 
s«, whether bond or free, whereas the 
other wants to make it the monopoly of 
th« unattached. But both unite on one 


point, and that is, barring out every 
woman without a pauper certificate. 


A DISCOURAGING VIEW. 


It is as discouraging a view as has 


ever been offered of women's work, for 
it puts it on the very lowest plane, that 
of so many hours' toil for so much cash 
In the hand, and nothing more. There is 
no hint in It of the joy of work, of the 
glory of achievement, of the never-flag- 
ging Interest In a pursuit that makes the 
mere doing of It a pay beyond anything 
that money can measure, of the high and 
holy rapture of feeling that one Is a cog, 
however small and insignificant, in the 
great wheel of progress, and that one 
has done one's little part toward moving 
on the great work of civilisation. 


It Is merely the earning of money, and 


whether a married woman has any right 
to earn money, that has been discussed 
in these letters, and the reasons advanced 
pro and con have been as absurd and un- 
tenable as if one 
should say that no 


bachelor should practice law or conduct 
a store because he has not a family to 
support and doesn't need the money as 
much as a married man does, or that one 
should bar a rich man from going Into 
the manufacturing trade because he was 


going to spend the money he made on 
automobiles and yachts. 


In reality there is no reason why any 


woman shouldn't follow a gainful occu- 
pation if she wants to and has the abil- 
ity, and to say that a girl shouldn't work 
because she merely ' wants the money 
that she earns to buy finery is nothing 
short of silly. We should have a crip- 
pled financial situation If men did not 
work to make money to throw away on 
luxuries. 
There are 
plenty of women 


with great brains, great executive abil- 
ity, great talents that they are not will- 
ing to fritter away on society and devil- 
ing new gowns, and to shut them out 
of the working world because they have 
some money would not only be a hard- 
ship to the Individual woman but a loss 
to human achievement. 


So far as the married woman Is con- 


cerned, there Is Just one valid objection 
to her working outside of her home, and 
that' is, that she robs her children by j 
just so much of her vitality and her work 
and faithfulness as she gives to her em- 
ployer. 
CHILDREN NEED HER STRENGTH. 


No child-bearing woman should have to 


labor for her own support or give the 
best of her brain and energy to anything 
but the rearing of her family. Her chil- 
dren need her strength, her thought, her 
intelligence, and her hourly care, and so, 
unless it is a matter of starvation, a 


woman with children should only work 
among 
and 
for 
them—enough 
la.bor, 


heaven knows, to keep any two hands 
busy. 


But while a woman cannot do her duty 


as a mother and follow a gainful occu- 
pation without her home, she can do so 
as a wife, and whether a married woman 
should work or not is a matter that can 
only be settled between her and her hus- 
banu. If a man is willing and able to 
support his wife in comfort, and objects 
to her going out to work, she should not 
have married him unless she was willing 
to fall in with his views in the matter. 
To do women Justice, they generally are 
only too glad to accept the goods the 
gods provide, and the lady who is so in- 
dustrious that she pines to leave her 
luxurious home and go out and pound a 
typewriter, or stand behind a counter for 
eight hours a day, Just for the love of 
work, is a figment of the romancer's 
brain. She's a Mrs. Harris that none of 
us have ever met in real life. 


On the other hand, if a man is poor 


and can only provide the bare necessities 
of life for his wife, and she is a trained 
worker capable of earning a good salary, 
it is nothing but rank selfishness in him 
to force her to give up a congenial and 
highly paid »ccupation outside • of her 
home to do menial work within It. There 
is no reason why a woman who can earn 
forty or fifty dollars a week in an office 
should relinquish her Job to do the work 
of 
a five-dollar-a-wsek.-. servant 
girl, 


merely because she happens to marry, 
and as far a* the Iniquity of taking a 
girl's place is concerned, she is taking 
the place of a cook girl or a laundress

stenographer or a confidential clerk or a 
bookkeeper. 


REMAINS A BREADWINNER. 


There is also this phase of the subject 


to be considered: Many men, among the 
most lovable, gentle and refined of their 
sex, have little financial ability. They do 
their best, but they are hopelessly out- 
classed in the pushing, brutal 
struggle 


for money. There IB nothing to hinder a 
woman giving her heart to a man of 
this kind, and he often makes the most 
adorable husband, but the girl who mar- 
ries b'm must either reconcile herself to 


extreme poverty, or else she mtist con- 
tinue to be a breadwinner. 


Some of the happiest marriages I have 


ever known v.-ero between working men 
and women, who both continued to work 
until the man had gotten securely estab- 
lished-in business and the babies began 
to dome. Then the question of the wom- 
lan's working outfilde of her home settled 
itself naturally and logically. 


And that really is the only solution of 


the problem. If a married woman has the 
ability to follow some money-making 
pursuit and needs the money, she has a 
right to do it that no other woman should 


try to take a\vay from her. Or, If Ail

fa-write, and when the expected happens 
In a prize fight the reproduction of the 
struggle on canvass rarely makes for- 
tunes for those Inj control. 


A clean-cut 
knockout by Brltt will 


mean unlimited profits for those who are 
In on the picture display, and a well- 
earned victory, such ap Britt gained in 
the affair with Nelson, would also mean 
a successful picture tour. 


If Gans lost on a foul, or through dis- 


locating a shoulder, or breaking an arm, 
the moving photos, Judging by what has 
happened In such cases, would be so 
much waste gelatine.

"As to the computation of my domestic staff at six persons only, I can easily

"May I take this opportunity of informing a large number of undeservedly 


unfortunate persons who dally write me for pecuniary assistance that I am A So- 
cialist. 
This means that -I spend money, but do not give it 
I detest charity, 


and am far from desiring to encourage the esieting social system. 
I am doing 


my best to overthrow it. 
My main objection Is that It makes really costly life 


impossible. 
$250,000 a Year to Spend 


My ideal is a society which everybody shall spend at least ?260,000 a year 


on himself alone, and, of course, earn it. 
At present I find It impossible to spend 


more than' a 'few paltry thousands, and these I have to steal, producing poverty 
and anxiety for others without reully escaping it myself. , 


"I 'am 'forced to bevcheap and dishonest in a country where cheapness and con-

Francisco the Chinese quarter of the 
city was the seat of the disease 'on oc- 
caaions. • It was brought in by Chinamen 
and kept alive by filth. The Marine Hos- 
pital and State health officials kept up 
a campaign for a year or so la that sec- 
tion of San Francisco, especially against 
rata, which are supposed to carry the 
disease more surely than human beings. 
In the sewers and elsewhere rats were 
killed for more than a year. It has been 
two years since the disease haa been 
found in San Franctaco. 


FOUR DIE OF PLAQUE. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 17.—Five cases 


of bubonic plague, four of which have 
resulted in death, have been reported to 
the health department within the past 
week. The patients with one exception 
were of f the poorer class of foreigners 
dwelling In the neighborhood of the old 
Chinatown. 
The exception was a foreign sailor, tak- 


en from a coastwise steamer. 
Prompt 


and active measures were taken by the 
local, State and Federal authorities, and 
a spread of the disease Is not 
feared. 


Both President Jules A. Simon of the 
Health Board and Health Officer James 
T. Watklns stated today that the situa- 
tion is well In hand and no occasion ex- 
ists for alarm. 


The Infected steamer was ordered Into 


quarantine with her passengers and will 
so remain until released by the health 
department. 
The two shacks inhabited 


by the other patients were fumigated, 
locked up and sealed. The bodies of the 
two Mexicans, tha Italian and the Rus- 
sian Pole who succumbed were destroyed 
in quick-lime. __

No More Indictments Under Uncertainty 


BAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 17.—Plane" of 


the graft prosecution concerning the' ad- 
journment of the Oliver Grand Jury, It 
became known today, are dependent on 
the Supreme Court's decision on the pro- 
ceedings Instituted by the indicted tele- 
phone, and street railway men to test 
the validity of the inquisitorial body. 


Heney, Langdon and Spreckels are 


looking forward with confidence to a 
decision being. returned by the Supreme 
Court declaring the Oliver Jury legally 
impaneled and constituted.

The prosecution wlsbw to have the 
Oliver Jury return the Indictments against 
the Home telephone officials and the fight 
trust men, for the reason that the Oliver 
jury has heard all the evidence on theae 
matters, and is in a position to proceed 
with Its work without hearing from fur- 
ther witnesses, A new Jury would have 
to RO through the formula of hearing the 
confessions of • the bopdlln" supervisors 
and the testimony of a lot of other wit- 
nesses before it 'could vote on bills on 
these and other matters that have come 
before the Oliver Jury ana been sifted out 
a t length..

ana climbing the hill* I was hunting and 
fishing for several days when Lee An- 
drews of Oakland came along. 
"I m«v be called & nature fakir, bu 


one day while fishing in Finn creek 
caught a trout about H Inches long. 
When I out it open to dress it, I found in 
Its stomach a full-grown mouse, 
from 
Its head to its tall tne mouse wa* half as 
long as the lish itself. 
The catch wan 
extremelv interesting to the guests at the 
hotel, where it was the topic of discus- 
sion for *e\ oral day*. O' cour*e, nobody 
would think of eating the fish, so I threw 
it away 
"Along all the strea.ni* the fishing was 
excellent. On the day I caught the Jlsli 
with the mouse In it I landed 157 trout 
tram about 7 to 20 inchest in length. Tlw 
average catch for ail those in our party 
waa about 100 fish to the day. 
"For nine day* a partj, consisting of 
Frank Siinney, Fred Montgomery, Lee 
Andrews, myself and a cook went to tho 
Clear Lakes, a distance of seventy miles 
Here we pitched camp and went into thr> 
woods of a big government forest reserve 
We kilted a great many grouse. 
Four 
deer were shot. One thing of special In- 
terest to roe wa* a patch of five acres of 
wild *trawbcrrie». 
W* practically lived 
on these sweet little berries. While hunt- 
ing we traveled through large fields of 
wild berries. 
"Clear Lake Is situated with heavy 
timber on one side while on the other la 
a. volcanic rock, thrown up probably cen- 
turies ago by a volcano. 
The water in 
the lake is exceptionitly clear and very* 
cold. 
In rowing In the lake we passed 
over the tops of trees. 
There 
were 
forests here at one time before the water 
was darned up in the canyon by the 
volcanic eruption. 1 could not estimate 
the depth of the water because it waa »o 
clear. We could see the oottom of the 
trees. 
"In one place where we measured with 
a fish line and found a depth of 53 teet 
we could read the headlines on news- 
papers that were sunk among the scraps 
that campers threw away. We could rear! 
the printing on tomato cans 
At the 
bottom of the lake we saw a big hunting 
knife with tbe initial 'W1 carved on the 
handle 
Among the trees and brush we 
could see live nsh swimminr. We caught 
thirteen nsh here one day and not one 
of them weighed leas than six pound*. 
They were salmon trout, not a very 
gamey fish but good eating. 
"At the upper end of the lake the Mc- 
.Keniie river runs out like a mill race 
about 70 feet wide. The «clt runs winter 
and summer alike and tho surface doesn't 
•ink a foot. The only Inlet mutt come 
from underground. It Is the belief of the 
people In that country that the water 
come* from an underground river caused 
by the melting snows of tne Three Sis- 
ters, snow-capped mountain* thirty miles 
awav. The water !» almost too cold to 
drink. 
"About two miles from there is a lake 
called La\a Lake, which i* a mile and a 
half long and half a mile wide, which is 
practically the bottom, of a orater. The 
lava rock* surround that about 30 to 230 
feet in heighth in some places. 
The 
.bottom is af smooth as a skating rink, 
; just a* though molten lead had 
been 


i poured In. On top of this i* a sediment 
about two and one-half feet deep. 
In 
[the center and bottom of the lak* nms 
a little brook. On its sides is grass, 
which grow* in the summer time when 
the lake t» dry. This stream is full of 
•mall trout that be caught when you fist) 
from the bank hiding In the grass. 
"Near the lake we experienced a 
thunder and lightning storm. 
It broke 
trees Into matchwood. ' 
"t>n the HcKenite river is a rock house. 
five miles above Vlda. Tola is a. natural 
cave SB feet deep into the ledge of tbe 
mountains. 
The people of this country 
found shelter in tnto care In early day? 
when a big foreat ore swept over the hills 
and valeys.

"On Ut* return tb VkU w* found Dr.

He does not make himself an active agent in the 
correction of social and political abuses, thg, -abatement of the 
causes of misery, or the elmination of the chronic evils which 
afflict society. His endowment of a bed in a/hospital is good as 
far as it goes—it is a generous a^t deserving only of praise- 
but energetic efforts to abate'disease and poverty would more 
greatly benefit mankind.

Collateral Evidences of Growth. 


.The extraordinary increase in the transbay traffic during the'past 


year is an index of the growth of population in Oakland and its neigh- 
boring cities and suburbs. Since March, 1906, there has been an in- 
crease of 50 per cent In the number of commuters and nearly 60 per 
cent in the number of single fares used, as shown by the records of 
the ferries of the Southern Pacific Company alone for the month of 
July. If the records for the same two months of the Key Route's 
transibay traffic were made pubic they would doubtless make a show- 
ing of a proportionate if not a larger percentage of increase. 


These ferry statistics confirm the estimates of the increase of 


population which has taken place on this side of the bay since April 
18, 1906, based upon data derived from other sources. There can bfc 
no reasonable doubt in the minds of any one that Oakland and the 
other two eastside cities and their sufburbs have* gained during the 
past fifteen #r sixteen months over a quarter of a million to the num- 
ber of their permanent inhabitants, for, aside from any other consid- 
eration, after the 15,000 or 20,000 commuters carried daily by the four 
ferry routes across the bay to help rehabilitate San Francisco's burned 
district and restore its impaired commerce, the business streets of the 
three cities, particularly those of Oakland, are even more densely 
thronged with people than were Market, Kearney and Montgomery 
streets in the metropolis before the great calamity of 1'ast year 'over-!, 
took it. Besides the great gaps which previously existed In the 
strictly residential districts have so largely filled up with new resi- 
dences—the homes of the recently acquired population—that a con- 
solidated community is today occupying a territory comprising from 
thirty-five to forty square miles, with no distinguishable line to mark 
the several boundaries politically subdividing the cities contained 
in It.

What fe more to the point at the present time, however, is that 


Oakland, Berkeley and Alameda and their thrifty and attractive 
suburbs are still growing and there is not a sign on the horizon to 
indicate anything but continuous growth in the future in the m*Cfer 
of population, commerce and wealth.

The probabilities are, however, that other obstacles will be raised 
to block the hegira, for a large proportion of the refugees remaining 
in the parks have no fond on which to remove the cottages they 
occupy nor means to defray the cost of draying.

They composed a 


body ten in number and different ones 
•were chosen annually. They received no 
compensation, but, reversing the matter, 
they were <mwoted to and did furnish 
the vast sums of money necessary to 
provide an extended holiday for the pop- 
ulace. And for this position there was 
much rivalry, as It was considered, and 
was, an imperishable honor to hold the 
position of Asiarch, or "Chiefs of Asia," 
at the great festival. In return for their 
generosity they were 
allowed to weari 


and crowns of flowers, and 


were greeted with shouts and glad ac- 
claim by the muultude as they rode in 
dignity through the gaily colored streets.

are proconsuls. 
Let thefli accuse one 


another. 
But if ye seek ariythlng about 


other matters, It shall be settled in the 
regular assembly. For Indeed we are in 
danger to be accused 
concerning this 


day's riot, there being no cause for it, 
and as touching"^t we shall not be able 
to give account of this concourse " 


The town clerk feared, and rightly, 


the heavy hand of Nero,when he latei 
learned of this riot, or rather closer at 
hand, the Homan officer in immediate 
command of the city. "And when he had 
thus spoken he dismissed the assembly ' 


The riot was ended. 
Demetrius lost, 


and the footsteps of Paul continued to 
rock the world.

It takes 
a nice brown, has a good flavor and can- 
riot be detected from the genuine im- 
ported article, except by experts, and 
even they would find it difficult to plok 
It out of a ground mixture of the real 
coffee and the counterfeit.

mand for it in ithe manufacture of coffee, 
sells for 5 cents a pound. This, of course, 
Is cheaper than real coffee can be had. 
But the blackeye bean is a very good sub- 
stitute. It is not, at all Injurious; on the 
contrary, it makes a very nutritions drink, 
and* when mixed with real coffee, aa Is al- 
ways the case, the flavor is delicious. In 
fact, about the only thing against it is 
that It 'isn't coffee, and no enthusiastic 
coffee drinker would think of drinking 
bean coffee knowingly, tuough he would 
not be likely to know the difference if h* 
wasn't told.
